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The following response applies:

Section M—Evaluation Factors for Award (pages 47-48) states what the evaluation criteria are for
all proposals. We are looking for responsible offerors whose proposals provide the best value to the
Government.

The majority of the review criteria (85% of the total points possible) deal with the theoretical areas
of the proposal: concept and theory, innovation, Research/Design/Development & Manufacturing,
and Plan for Testing and Evaluation.

The remaining 15% ofpossible points deals with the areas of expertise and commitment, facilities,
and resources to accomplish the goals.

None of the evaluation criteria exclude any companies on the basis of longevity or size. The final
selection will depend on scientific merit, the proposed cost in relation to availability of funds, and
the program balance within the NHLBI at the time of award.

All interested parties are encouraged to submit proposals.
